Prom the Paris Salon of 1886. 


'Phis work, one of Breton's greatest, was exhibited 
at the Paris Salon of 1880, and at the Rennes (Bretagne) Sa¬ 
lon of 1887, and has unanimously called forth the warmest 
praises and unbound >d admiration of the European Art Critics, 
and the press. The following extract is from the "Monit our 
des Arts*, commenting on the Rennes Salon of 1887: 

"The Mast--jrpie.ee of the Salon is "X.a Br*etonne*, of 
"Mr. Jules Breton. The Parisians know it well, for she has 
"figured in the Salon, and obtained therein a tremendous suc¬ 
cess. Jules Breton is a poet in love with naturej no one 
"can , better than he, discover its beauties, which he ren¬ 
ders with extraordinary power, with a truth and a sinoeroty 
"which place him in the great school of realism. He loves 
"the simple country life of which he seizes the groat phases 
•with unequalled elevation. He admires its poetic grace, 
"which he interprets in charming verses as well as in paint - 
"mgs; and they have brought him forward to the front ranks 
"of the masters of the Modern School. La Bretonne,' a simple 
figure of a peasant woman carrying a wax taper to St# Ann, is 
"a creation of a superior order, which awakens in the mind 
"the poetical creations of Brizeau, the poet of Brittany." 

Prom the pen of P. Legendre:- 

" Let us begin, if you please, by the marvel of our Exhi¬ 
bition, by "La Bretonne," of JuJ.es Breton. 

" La Hr storing m :-.'ccupy too first . \n. aco in the ■ rks of 
" this paint, or , so alluring by t-ho poetical choice of his sub¬ 
jects, so great by the dignity of his style, so powerful by 
"the solidity of his stroke, always so noble in his inspira¬ 
tions, oven in his modest aim to render the simplest scenes 
"of country life. His Salon pictures of 1884, "On the 
"Road in Winter," "The Horn muni cants," "The Song- of the Lark" 
"show him to be the realist, tempered by the poet. 




















Never has any painter interpreted the reality of 
■things with more elevation or more sincerity. In La Hretonne 
"ho has our none elf. La Brotenne is not a beautiful girl; 
"the artist has not. chosen for his moriie the prettiest girl 
"in tno village. He has taken one at hazard,but ho has ani- 
"mated her features with all the powers or his genius. Dressed 
"m mourning, La '’retonne is m the Villiage Church} she comos 
"t<j bring a taper to the Altar of St. Ann (Virgin Patron of 
Sailors,) but. before lighting it on the flickering candle 
"which sheds its last rays on the altar of the chap/el, dream- 
■ingly, she has sat do t. near a pillow to think of the absent. 
"Or, is it, not rather for the departed that she is going to 
"pray? !the latter would seem to express her large blue eyes, 
"brim full of sadness and anxiety. Their molencnol^y expres¬ 
sion is infinite?,and produces on the soul e.nd impression no- 
*vor to be forgotten. The lips of exquisite purity and 
"marvellous study depict on the face the grief which the soul 
"experiences. Her weather-beaten features seem to sing the 
"whole poem of the ocean. If it may hers be allowed, to 
"make a parallel between the painter and the poet, I will 
■place the creation of Jules Breton, side by side with Bn- 
zeau’s, and T think I would give the preference of "La Bro- 
"tonne" over "Marie". The brush has this time, given forth 
■poetical accents which the pen alone cannot render. 
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
